The following excerpts of an address, given by the Honorable: Alexander H. Stephens, are taken from the 
Atlanta Constitution of the August twentieth issue. This speech was in answer to the charges of and in condemna- 
tion of the tactics of the so-called American or Know-Nothing Party.

called itself the American Party. Its 
platform, while not mentioning Cath. 
Olics, called for the repeal of the nat-

‘vate schools, and the exclusion of all 
who could not read English from the 
exercise of the suffrage. The insig- 
nificant vote cast for its candidates 
indicated clearly that the voters could 
no longer be marshalled into a dis 
tinct anti-Catholic party. From that 
time to this a new pelicy has been 
followed, first by the American Pro 
itective Association in 1893, and lat 
iterly by the Ku Klux Klan; namely, 
not to announce candidates of its own, 
but to support those of either of the 
major parties who were in accord 
with anti-Catholic policies.

The men 
ure also charged with complicity in 
dyvnamiting outrages perpetrated in 
the chamber of deputies and the build- 
ine which Obregonist headquarters 
occupied in Mexieo City. 

Those sought on the warrants were 
lixted as Manuel Trejo Morales, Joa- 
auio Navarro Becerra, Osvaldo Robles 
Ochon, Jose A. Jimenez, Enrique N, 
Zepeda and Aniceto Ortega. Jose de 
Leon Toral, a young student, and 
Mother Concepcion Acevedo de la 
Liata already are under arrest in 
Mexico. 

Under a treaty effected between the 
United States and Mexico at the end 
of the last century, murder and the 
atiempted destruction of public build- 
ings are extraditable offenses. 

The arrest of the men named in the 
warrants was asked in a petition for- 
waded by the Mexican Ambassador 
at Washington to the State Depart- 
ment. The matter then passed through 
the office of the Attorney General to 
United States Attorney Tuttle here. 
The matter was handled so quickly, it 
was said, that the warrants were is- 
sued and agents assigned to make ar- 
rests before the Mexican consulnte in 
this city knew that the men sought 
were believed to be hiding in New 
York.

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the Hon. Frank Pixley, editor of the Argonaut, of Sacramento, 
Galif. Mr. Pixley was not at all friendly to the Catholic 
Church, but his intellect perceived sound Jogic in the position 
taken by Archbishop Alemany, who had forbidden Catholic 
parents to send their children to the public schools. 


“The position taken by the Archbishop (Alemany) in reference 
to the attendance by Catholic children of our unsectarian free schools 
seems to us to be entirely appropriate. If a religious education is 
of higher importance than a secular one, if the salvation of the 
soul is to be thus imperilled by a neglect of Christian teaching, 
then clearly it is the duty of the Christian pastor to warn those 
under his religious care not to imperil the future of their children 

em to the influence of a system of education con- 
spicuous for its absence of religious and moral training. To punish 
L eontumacious parent by withholding from him the Chureh Sae- 
rament, as a penalty for his disregard of the counsels of the Church, 
seems to us also to be highly logical and proper. We sincerely hope 
that the Catholic population wiil at once give heed to the advice of 
the Archbishop, and withdraw their children from the public schools. 


If the Catholic Church would be loyal to Her Master; 
if She would be true to the trust confided to Her of preperly 
instructing Her members, of safe-guarding the innocence of 
her children and of preparing them the safest way for the 
glorious inheritance of salvation, then she must insist on 
Her people availing themselves of the opportunities She 
offers to receive instruction, to lav the foundation of a spir- 
ual life. 

The Catholic Chureh needs not to, be unfriendly to the 
public system of education, while She provides schools of 
Her own. If the 90,000,000 Americans, who are not Catho- 
lics, had no way of securing an education which would fit 
them for this life, She would certainly favor the establish- 
ment of State schools. She shows Her approval of nearly 
everything that is taught in the public schools by teaching 
the same things in Her own schools. But if illiteracy relative 
to secular subjects is something to be greatly deplored, illiter- 
acy relating to things which bear on one’s eternal happiness 
is an evil far greater. Yet, religious instruction is itself not 
religious education. A person might know Catholic theology 
perfectly, and still fail of reaching salvation. The seeds of 
virtue must be sown early in life, and association with Cath- 
olic children, and the example and exhortations of Catholic 
teachers, are especially helpful in the building up of a Chris- 
tian life.
